ET BURNED 
Disastrous Sunday Blaze In| 
Business District of City 
OTHER CITIES RENDER AID 


Flames Rage Six hours Before Gotten 
Under Control—Search Will Be 
Made as Soon as Possible to Ascer- 
tain If Any Lives Are Lost—Many 
Have Narrow Escapes—Loss Esti- 
mated at $500,000 


Brockton, Mass., July 31.—The 
Brockton public market, the largest 
building in this city, was destroyed 
by fire Sunday and two tenement 
houses were burned to the ground. 
More than thirty firemen were over- 
come by smoke while fighting the 
blaze, and several of them had narrow 
escapes with thelr lives by being 
erushed by falling walls. The dam- 
age caused by the fire is estimated 
at more than $500,000. 

The public market building was lo- 
cated at the corner of Maine and West 
Jone streets, in the heart of Brock- 
ton. For a time the flames were 80 
great that the entire centre of the 
city was threatened. The fire raged 
for more than six hours before it was 
gotten under control, and then only 
after aid had been given by the fire 
departments from adjoining cities, 
some apparatus coming from Boston. 

There was a bakery in the cellar of 
the market building, and it was there 
that the fire started,-but from just 
what cause could not be learned. An 
alarm was sent in and engines arrived 
on the scene quickly, but the fire 
spread with such rapidity that other 
alarms were sent out. 

The flames completely enveloped 
the market building and then set fire 
to two frame tenement houses located 
on West Elm street, directly in the 
rear of the market. The occupants 
of these houses were hurried out to 
the street by the police before the 
buildings caught fire. 

Despite the efforts of the Brockton 
fire department, the fire continued to 
spread, and finally calls were sent for 
aid from the adjoining cities and 
towns. A call was sent to Boston, 
and this brought apparatus from that 
city. 

- The smoke from the fire was 80 
dense that the firemen were handi- 
capped, and more than thirty of them 
were rendered unconscious. Ambu- 
lances from the Brockton hospitals 
were hurried to the scene, and the 
surgeous who went with them were 
kept busy reviving the fire fighters. 

Chief Mullin of Boston assumed 
control of the fire fighting forces, and 
seeing that there was no chance to 
save either the market building or 
the two tenements, he devoted his 
efforts to preventing the fire from 
spreading to nearby property.

One of the women moved and 
instantly the canoe overturned, throw- 
ing the four into the water. 


DEFENDS COMMUNION CUP 


Transmission of Disease Prevented by 
Its Use Declares Bishop Grafton 

Fond du Lac, Wis., July 30.— 
“God prevents the transmission of 
disease through the use of the com- 
mon communion cup,” declared 
Bishop C. C. Grafton of the Fond du 
Lac diocese when he commented upon 
the action of the state board of health 
in exempting churches from the 
operation of the rule against the use 
of the common drinking cup. 

“The good Lord,” he said, “would 
not permit the transmission of disease 
to any of the worshippers through the 
means of their worship of Him.”

FOUR OF CREW RESCUED 


Schooner Susan Pickering Run’ Down 
_ by a Boston Line Steamer — 

New York, Aug. 3.—The three- 
masted schooner Susan N. Pickering, 
while proceeding through Vineyard 
sound, was run down by the Boston 
line steamer Massachusetts. Captain 
Haskell and a crew of four men of 
the schooner were rescued. The Pick- 
ering was loaded with granite. She 
drifted ashore on the north shore of 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

The Massachusetts was threading 
her way in Vineyard sound when the 
passengers were brought to the deck 
by a cry. A quick examination 
showed that the Massachusetts was 
uninjured, and her captain gave or- 
ders to circle about in the fog to pick 
up the sailors of the schooner, who 
were finally located by their cries for 
help. 


LEGISLATIVE SESSION ENDS 


Massachusetts Legislature Has Busy 
Day and Rushes Final Adjournment 

Boston, July 30.—The Massachu- 
setts legislature brought its session 
for 1911 to a close late Friday after- 
noon. It was the longest session in 
the history of the commonwealth, 
lasting 207 calendar days. The ses- 
sion, which up to this time held the 
record, was in General Ben Butler's 
time, in 1883, when the session lasted 
206 days. 

The final session was an exciting 
one, with all the candidates for gov- 
ernor fighting hard. The day marked 
the killing of any United Shoe Machin- 
ery company investigation by the 
state, the house defeating the Bogue 
order for a recess investigating com- 
mittee by a vote of 82 to 119. 


GREAT PAINTER’S FUNERAL 
Remains of Abbey Cremated and 
Taken to Kingsbury For Burial 

London, Aug. 3.—The funeral of 
Edwin A. Abbey, the American paint- 
er, who died here, was held at 3 
o'clock this afternoon at the Kings- 
bury Old Church near Willesden. The 
body will be cremated and buried at 
Kingsbury. 

Before his death Abbey had finished 
three important decorative panels for 
the state house at Harrisburg, 
which he shipped to America. He

AGAIN WINNER 


The Fiee List Measure Amended, 


Passed hy Senate 
‘ i coennnennnnennnll 
WHAT THE BILL REPRESENTS 
—— 

Agricultural implements Placed on 
Free List—Boots and Shoes Made 
From Hides Retained on Dutiable 
List—Democratic-Progressive Ele- 


ment Secures Passage of Bill by 
Vote of 48 to 30 


Washington, Aug. 2.—After two 
hours of cross-voting the Democratic 
progressive combination won again in 
the senate and passed the house free 
Hst bill, 48 to 30. 

The free list bill, despite its im- 
portance, has had but sparce refer- 
ence on its merits as a bill on the 
floor of the senate, but its provisions 
have frequently figured incidentally 
to other pending measures. Its life 
dates back to April 12, when Demo- 
cratic Leader Underwood introduced 
it in the house. The ways and means 
committee later reported the bill fa- 
vorably and the house, on May 8, 
passed it by a vote of 236 to 109. 

The bill would place on the free list 
agricultural implements, cotton bag- 
ging, cotton ties, leather, boots and 
shoes, fence wire, meats, cereals, 
flour, bread, timber, lumber, sewing 
machines, salt and other articles. 
The exemptions are designed to take 
effect on the day following the ap- 
proval of the meaure. 

All the insurgents except Bourne 
and two Republican regulars helped 
to put the bill through. The senate at 
first rejected the measure by a tie 
vote, then reconsidered on La Fol- 
lette’s motion, accepting the Kern 
amendment and passed the Dill. 
Binders were added to the list of agri- 


cultural implements made free, and 


Roman and Portland cement were 
made free, and boots and shoes made 
from hides of cattle retained in the 
dutiable list. 

The Kern compromise takes fresh 
meat products out of the free list bill 
except such as come from countries 
that admit certain American farm 
products duty free. The Kern amend- 
ment represented the attempt to rec- 
oncile the Democratc interests with 
the insurgent Republicans. 

The senate began its final struggle 
on the free list bill with the defeat of 
amendments offered by Gronna “of 
North Dakota. Senator Gronna se- 
cured a rollcall on the amendment for 
free coal and coke, but was beaten, 
52 to 32. Party lines split on the 
free coal proposition. 

The adoption of the compromise 
measure came after a narrow failure 
of Democratic effort to pass the bill 
in its original form. As it was, it was 
beaten by a tie vote, 39 tao 39. 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, 
who had voted against the passage of 
the bill, made the motion to recon- 
sider the vote. It carried without a 
rolicall, with the bill restored to life, 
Senator Kern of Indiana came for- 
ward with the compromise agree- 
ment, 


NOTED CHURCHMAN DEAD 


Bishop Mallalieu Meets End at His 
Home in Auburndale 

Boston, Aug. 2.—Bishop Willard 
F. Mallalieu of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest, church officials in this 
country, died at 9 o’clock last night 
at his home in Auburndale, after an 
fliness of more than a month. 

He was first taken ill the latter part 
of June. Despite his-long illness the 
end came rather suddenly. In the 
early evening he seemed to be feeling 
slightly better, but about 8 o’clock he 
suffered a relapse. 

Of late, athough all realized he was 
a very sick man, he had seemed much 
better. 

Death was due to heart failure, in- 
duced by old age and exhaustion,

In Pomeroy’s clothing was found 
the bit, sharply pointed at one end 
and evidently intended for use in 
picking the lock of the cell door. 

The prison officials are unable to 
decide whether the instrument found 
on Pomeroy was intended as a dagger 
or a lock-pick. It was sharp enough 
for use as a stiletto. The prisoner 
refused to state how he obtained it.

FIVE MEN ARE KILLED BY MOB 


All Important Positions Are Occupied 
by Revolutionists—Simon Is Urged 
to Resign—A Truce to Be Negotiat- 
ed—Demand For a Committee of 
Public Safety—Rebels Disposed to 
Be Reasonable and Just 


Port au Prince, Aug. 3.—President 
Bimon is preparing to leave the city. 
The revolutionists have cut the mains 
and shut off the city’s water supply. 
Followers of General Firmin, one of 
the revolutionary leaders, occupy all 
the important positions in the capi- 
tal and the populace is greatly excit- 
ed. Chief of Police Saint Lo, with 
an escort of police, attempted to 
board a steamer at the wharf, when 
the party was attacked by a mob, 
Firing was heard from the pier and 
five persons were killed and six oth- 
ers wounded. 

The ministers of the United States, 
Germany and France notified Presi- 
dent Simon that they would assume 
responsibility for the refusal of the 
National Bank of Hayti to turn over 
any government funds to the Simon 
administration, which is considered 
as having fallen, 

When the ministers decided that 
President Simon’s cause was hopeless 
they urged him to resign. This he 
gaid he would do if a truce of three 
days was agreed upon. The diplo- 
mats undertook to negotiate this 
truce. 

. While American Minister Furniss 
remained here to help control the dis- 
orderly element, the French and Brit- 


{sh ministers went to Peltonville and 


the German and Cuban ministers to 
Croix des Bouquets, the two camps 
of the revolutionists. 

The rebel commander, General Du- 
caste, was disposed to be reasonable 
and accepted the plan for a three days’ 
truce, He demanded, however, the 
nomination immediately of a commit- 
tee of public safety, charged with re- 
sponsibility for maintaining the se- 
curity of the capital after the de- 
parture of Simon. 

The revolutionists at Peltonville 
commanded by General Feralte were 
found in a much less favorable mood. 
They reminded the diplomats of the 
summary execution recently by Presi- 
dent Simon’s order of political sus- 
pects and denounced the government 
as a band of assassins. They de- 
manded that Simon leave the capital 
at once upon receipt of their answer, 
threatening that otherwise they would 
attack the city without further delay. 

The diplomats thereupon warned 
the revolutionists that disorders with- 
in the capital, if attempted, would 
be suppressed if necessary by the 
American, British and German forces 
on the scene. 


BIG FIGURES 


Estimated $13,000,000 Will Be Needed 
to Build New York Skyscraper 

New York, Aug. 8.—Robert Mc- 
Master Gillespie sent word from Paris 
yesterday that he had completed the 
financing of the new skyscraper, the 
Woolworth building, in New York 
city. 

For the whole undertaking Gillespie 
said that they wanted $13,000,000; 
$5,000,000 for land, $1,000,000 for the 
foundation and $7,000,000 for the 
building. Mr. Woolworth supplied 
$5,000,000. Efforts to find the bal- 
ance in Europe were made and now 
something like $8,000,000 has been 
secured as a first mortgage on the 
building. 


EXPRESS TRAIN IN COLLISION 


Several 


Persons Killed In Accident 
Near Millinocket, Me. 

Bangor, Me., July 30.—Advices 
from Millinocket say that train No. 
8, the midnight express, St. John for 
Boston, collided with an excursion 
train near Grindstone station, seven 
miles south of Millinocket, late last 
night, and that eight or nine persons 
were killed. 

The excursion train was returning 
from Searsport to Millinocket. 


TICKETS AND MONEY TAKEN 


Several Boston and Maine Raillroad 
Stations Entered by Burglars 

Boston, Aug. 3.—The Boston and 
Maine railroad stations at South Mid- 
dleton, West Peabody and Lynnfield 
Centre were entered by burglars and 
small sums of money and about 250 
tickets stolen. 

In each case entrance was gained 
by prying open the windows with a 
jimmy and the evidence indicates that 
the same person or persons were fe- 
sponsible for all the breaks. 


Held For Opium Smuggling 

Boston, Aug. 3.—Immediately on 
his release from Deer island yester- 
day Harry Goon, a Chinese merchant, 
residing at 73 Harrison avenue, was 
rearrested charged with selling $750 
worth of opium that had been smug- 
gied into this country from Canada.

Norman H. White for Governor! 


One of the current magazines has 
an interesting article on the value of 
“dynamite as a farm hand.” The 
article makes it very clear that for 
certain classes of work there is 
nothing quite so effective as this tear- 
ing force. There are occasions when 
the same sort of a rip-rearing, tear- 
ing force as this is required in other 
fields than in the clearing of waste 
land, On the assumption that such 
a need is evident in politics at the 
present time, there is stalking around 
the Commonwealth a candidate for 
Governor who proclaims that he is 
the only man with the courage and 
the ability to combat Governor Foss 
on the Republican ticket in the com- 
ing election. 

The writer has had an acquaint- 
ance with Norman H, White for five 
years. No man who has known him 
this length of time has any doubt 
about his characteristics. That he 
was one of the leaders in the cheap 
and disgusting efforts made by a 
band of political conspirators to de- 
feat any possible political ambitions 
that the Speaker of the House of 
1907 may have had, is of no moment 
at the present time. Of course that 
fact will never be forgotten by the 
writer of this column, and in itself 
it would be sufficient reason why 
the Townsman and whatever influ- 
ence its editor can exert, would be 
thrown against the elevation of a 
man who thus showed that nothing 
could stand in the way of his own 
personal profit, even to the attempt 
to besmirch the reputation of both 
an individual and a high office. There 
are other and many more important 
reasons than this personal one how- 
ever, why voters of Massachusetts 
should think very seriously before 
they approve the candidacy of a 
man of the characteristics of Norman 
H. White: 

He has spent five years in the 
Massachusetts legislature. What- 
ever reputation he has made, he has 
made because of his freakish ways. 
If it were necessary to bellow like a 
bull to attract attention, White has 


bellowed. If it were necessary to 
scream with anger, White has 
screamed. If it were necessary to 


bawl like a-baby, White has bawled. 
If it were necessary to be the in- 
jured child, petulant and peevish, 
White has been the injured child, 
as peevish as one could wish. If 
it were necessary to be a “good 
fellow,” he has inherited sufficient 
wealth to give him the opportunity 
to follow that bent. The agitation 
by Govetnor Foss for retrenchment, 
and’ White’s position as Chairman 
of the Ways and Means has given 
to him an opportunity “to play the 
game” with all the passion and 
success that his early education in 
amateur theatricals fitted him to do. 
He no longer follows his idiosyn- 
crasies in the Massachusetts. Legis- 
lature, but for the next two months 
on the stump, White will bellow and 
bray, plead and abuse, peeve and 
bawl, and the unfortunate part of all 
this is that there are people in the 
Commonwealth who take seriously 
his loud protestations that because 
he can thus use his vocal organs, he 
is the one man to meet Governor 
Foss on the stump, 

It doesn’t seem possible that such 
a character as this can realize his 


ambitions. An unfortunate situation 
confronts the Republican party in 
Massachusetts. Having alienated an 


altogether too large part of the rank 
and file of voters who have been 
placed by condition and opportunity 
in the so-called “middle class” they 
are obliged at the present time to 
rely for their candidates upon men 
of the kinds represented by the three 
who now aspire to be Governor, It 
is to be regretted that Speaker Wal- 
ker has not turned out as his friends 
had hoped he would. Two years ago 
he gave promise of fine things, Ad- 
hering to his early convictions, stand- 
ing firmly for those things that he 
naturally believes in, remaining loyal 
to the best that the Republican party 
stands for, he could have been in- 
vincible at the present day. He has 
gone back on all of the things for 
which he once stood and has alien- 
ated through that backward move- 
ment those friends who were once 
with him. He is today impossible 
as a Republican candidate around 
whom Republicans, who are Repub- 
licans because of convictions, can 
stand. 

Lieutenant Governor Frothingham 
has never stood for any of the vital 
things which a political party should 
represent in these vital political 
times. But aside from this lack of 
positive qualities, he does represent 
a certain character in himself, a cer- 
tain character in public service, that 
makes of him a much more satis- 
factory candidate than either of 
these other two men. At the pre- 
sent writing there does not seem to 
be the least opportunity for the 
election of any one of the three if 
he shall be nominated, but for the 
sake of the clean political life that 
the Republican party has stood for, 
for the sake of decency among men, 
for the sake of holding the Repub- 
lican party to its long maintained 
traditions, may it be spared the added 
reputation that would be made by 
the approval of the rip-rearing, 
snorting, tearing candidacy of Nor- 
man H. White that would make of 
him a standard bearer in the com- 
ing campaign. 


Streets in Andover and No. Andover 


Three years ago if one wished to 
get an impression that was favorable 


to the Andover highways as com- 
pared with the highways of its 
neighbors, one of the best oppor- 
tunities was by riding up Elm street 
to North Andover centre. Now if 
one wants to get an impression that 
is exactly opposite to that, one should 
take the same ride. Reliable infor- 
mation shows that Andover and 
North Andover have this year ex- 
pended about an equal amount of 
money for dust-laying, but with woe- 
ful results for Andover when com- 
parisons are made between the two 
towns. 

Supt. Poor, a son of James C, Poor, 
who is well known in Andover, came 
to his work as Superintendent. of 
Streets in North Andover two years 
ago with little experience. He had 
done some private contracting and 
he possessed genuine good sense and 
good judgment. That he is making 
good over there is the testimony of 
many citizens who have commented 
upon his work to the writer, but there 
is other evidence that he is making 
good in the kind of roads he is 
building, and in the work he is doing 
to care for them, He did his work 
of dustlaying on the main road from 
Andover to North Andover centre 
at almost the same time that the An- 
dover Superintendent was doing 
his dustlaying on Main Street. The 
Andover work has proven a perfect 
fizzle. The North Andover work has 
resulted in a smooth, hard surface 
from which no dust arises, and which 
is making a perfect binder for the 
road surface, _ 

One might continue such com- 
parisons as these almost without end, 
or one might keep still as some of 
our good friends suggest we ought 
to and say nothing, Perhaps either 
course would be a mistake in com- 
menting upon the very serious con- 
dition in which Andover is at the pre- 
sent time with relation to the care 
of its highways. Because it has not 
been the policy of the writer to keep 
still on any question of this sort, he 
has in the past aroused some an- 
tagonisms and expects to in the 
future, but in all seriousness this is 
looked upon as a pressing duty, and 
we shall not refrain from bringing 
it to the attention of the citizens just 
as long as it is necessary, if by so 
doing they are given the needed in- 
formation in connection with- these 
particular cases. 

Andover has never suffered from 
such a reign of incompetence as that 
which is being daily manifested in 
this particular department. 


The State Finance Commission 


We quote the following Boston 
Journal editorial as an interesting 
comment upon one of the last jobs 
done in the recently expired Massa- 
chusetts legislature. 


The Republican State machine 
has killed the bill for a State 
finance commission. 

Although the Senate commit- 
tee on ways and means reported 
favorably upon the measure early 
in the week, it was beaten yes- 
terday by order of the Repub- 
lican State bosses. 

Every Republican senator, with 
one exception, obeyed the crack 
of the bosses’ whip. 

The Republican bosses wish 
the voters of the Commonwealth 
to understand that, while they 
favor a finance commission for 
Boston, which is a Democratic 
city, and have imposed a finance 
commission upon Boston as a 
punishment for its political sins, 
they are opposed to a finance 
commission that would have 

“ power to investigate waste and 
graft in any and every city and 
county of the Commonwealth 
for the benefit of the taxpayers. 

That is the position of the Re- 
publican bosses. That is the pos- 
ition of the candidate for gov- 
ernor who is backed by the Re- 
publican bosses, A fair interpre- 
tation of their position is this: 

“Don't alienate the public graft- 
ers from-our support,” 

The people will not be de- 
ceived. Reading the story of the 
defeat of the State finance com- 
mission bill, they will under- 
stand the cause, and, will pity 
certain senators who, privately 
denouncing the bosses for their 
position, voted as the bosses 
told them to vote. 

The bosses have been duly 
warned. They cannot evade their 
responsibility.or the result. If 
they had not intervened, if they 
had not applied steam roller 
methods, the bill would have been 
adopted. They have triumphed 
and they are exultant. 

Still another task confronts 
them, It is a somewhat tremen- 
dous undertaking. They are now 
about to begin a campaign, the 
General Court being prorogued, 
for the nomination and election 
of Louis A. Frothingham for 
governor on this platform: 


“State-wide graft outside of 
Democratic Boston.” 
How Governor Foss must 


chuckle as he learns that the Re- 
publican bosses are determined 
to re-elect him, no matter what 
he himself may do to discourage 
such a result. 

‘But it is hard on Louis A. 
Frothingham. He is the one man 
who ought to protest, if he ap- 
preciates what is being done to 
him. Apparently he does not. 


By the way esteemed contempor- 
ary, suppose you find out just what 
attitude Louis A. Frothingham him- 


self took in the matter.

Chief 
Mears then notified Undertaker 
Messer who took the body to the 
undertaking rooms on Park street. 
Medical Examiner Dow viewed the 
remains early in the evening and 
said that the drowning was undoubt- 
edly due to a cramp. 

The name of the victim could not 
be learned until Wednesday as he 
had been working for Mr. Holt only 
two days and he had not found out 
his name or address. This caused 
some confusion, but on inquiries at 
the agency-from which he was en- 
gaged, it was found that his name 
was John Mahoney and that he had 
a sister living in Beachmont. (She 
was notified and took charge of the 
remains.

Clarke at Mount Holyoke College 
met in June to celebrate the fiftieth 
anniversary of their graduation and 
at this meeting passed the following 
resolutions: 


“Since it has pleased God in his 
infinite wisdom to call to himself our 
beloved classmate, Lucia  Fidelia 
Clarke, the members of the class of 
1861 of Mount Holyoke College 
would hereby express their appre- 
ciation of her noble life and char- 
acter, 


“We recall her strong purpose and 
successful scholarship by which were 
laid the foundation of her rare suc- 
cess as a teacher. 


“Her influence in the high schools 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and in 
Claremont, New Hampshire, was ex- 
ceptionally strong and her pride in 
the mature work of some of those 
boys and girls in later years was one 
of-her strong enthusiasms. 

“From the work in Claremont she 
was called to Wellesley College when 
it was opened in 1875...How impor- 
tant was her service there in laying 
broad foundations of system, and 
thorough scholarship is best known 
to those who associated with her, 
found many rough places made plain 
and many hard problems solved by 
her energy and practical wisdom. 

“There are women who today look 
back to the work in their college 
class-rooms as having gained with 
her their first impulse for thorough 
scholarship as she taught them 
Latin and Bible History. 

“Here for nearly thirty years she 
lived a life of singularly unselfish 
service, gaining always constant hap- 
piness from the beauty of her sur- 
roundings, and from intimate -ac- 
quaintance with trees and birds and 
flowers. 

“After her return to make her 
home in Andover, life still gave her 
large gifts. not the least among them 
being tokens of love and apprecia- 
tion from friends immediately about 
her. 

“In her enthusiasm for her be- 
loved church and its activities, she 
found opportunity for constant ser- 
vice, and her love for missions and 
mission workers became the ruling 
passion of her life. 

“These interests filled her heart 
and mind until her earthly work be- 
ing done, and well done, her Father 
called her to the reward of the 
higher service.”

Figures of Assessors Show a'Goodly Gain with Total 
Assessed Value of $7,176,275. South District

The figures of the assessors are 
made public today and show that An- 
dover has passed another million 
mark in her total valuation. All of 
the districts show a gain in valuation 
of real estate, but in personal pro- 
perty the south district records a 
loss of over $30,000. The net gain 
is enough, however, to care forthe 
$7500 ‘increase in appropriations, and 
the rate is thus kept to $16.50 as it 
it was in 1910. 

A> surprising situation is noted by 
the polls assessed, in that they show 
that the south district is still in the 
same condition as described at one 
time by our esteemed citizen, John 
B. Jenkins.

He telephoned to 
the caretaker, S. T. Wood, who in 
turn notified Chief of Police Joseph 
Leighton of the North Andover po- 
lice. 

Mr. Ewart continued to keep gugrd 
at the window and his patience was 
rewarded by seeing a man flashing an 
electric search light in the rear 
his garage. He raised the rifle and 
fired two shots at the burglar but 
missed him, The intruder returned 
the fire before running away, but did 
no damage. 

In the meantime Chief Leighton 
was en route to the scene in a team. 
Upon reaching the Ewart house a 
search was made but no trace of the 
culprit could be gained. Chief 
Leighton and Mr. Ewart then 
scoured the vicinity in the latter’s 
automobile but obtained no trace of 
the burglar. Mr, Ewart’s son the 
next morning saw a suspicious look- 
ing foreigner board Lawrence 
car near Chestnut street in North 
Andover. He described him as be- 
ing about 5 feet 6 inches tall, weight 
about 139 pounds, and wore dark 
clothes with a light hat.

family were asleep in the house dur- 
ing the visit of the burglar and did 
not hear him until the 6 s barked. 

The house of Lauren Dearborn, 
just below Mr. Eames’ house was 
also entered and ransacked but noth- 
ing of great value wasetaken. Mr. 
Dearborn was awakened as the fel- 
low was leaving the house and fired 
a shot at him. 

At the Thorndale Stock farm, 
owned by John H. Richardson, the 
‘burglar’s presence was also discov- 
ered and two shots were fired at 
him. The burglar returned the fire 
before he fled. 

Other houses were visited in the 
vicinity, but the noise of the shoot- 
ing had the neighbors aroused and 
the burglar got little plunder for his 
pains. 


The Fire Reservoirs 


During the excavating for the 
Telephone company which has been 
going on along Main street, the large 
reservoir situated in the square in 
front of the Town hall was revealed 
for the first time in over twenty-five 
yeags. Of course the older residents 
of the town will remember when 
these reservoirs, and there are a 
number in various parts of the town, 


.| were put in, but to the younger gen- 


eration, their presence was not even 
known except by perhaps a few who 
have been told of them. 

They were built by the town just 
after a big fire in the square which 
destroyed the building where the 
Bank ‘building now stands. They 
were intended wholly for fire pur- 
poses, but perhaps were never used 
as a few years later the water sys- 
‘tem was installed and there have 
been no fires so large but that 
this system could supply plenty of 
water. At the present time this 
reservoir is full of water, a large pipe 
from Rabbits pond supplying it, and 
an overflow pipe conveys the sur- 
plus into Rogers brook, 

In case of a big fire in the square 
in the future, this reservoir would 
be of great value as it would be pos- 
sible to take the water from it 
through the fire engine and thereby 
not draw from the pressure of the 
hydrants; It is estimated that three 
powerful streams could be drawn by 
this means. 

It was necessary for the telephone 
company to go around the reservoir 
with their wires, although permission 
had been given by a head of one of 
the departments of the town to fill 
it in. This was not allowed by the 
Selectmen who ordered the work 
stopped.

UMPIRES AND GRIT 


Courageous Acts of the Men In 
the Iron Masks. 


A FINE DISPLAY OF NERVE. 


When Billy Evans Braved the On- 
slaught of a Chicage Mob and Won 
Out—A Notable Decision by O'Day. 
An Umpire Who Saved Baseball. 


“Umpires are brave men—at least the 
great majority of them, One of the 
bravest things I ever saw was the act 
of Billy Evans on the old White Sox 
grounds in-Chicago,”" writes Hugh Ful- 
lerton in the American Magazine. “On 
that park there was a tier of seats 
known as the ‘stockyards,’ in which 
gathered one of the most dangerous 
crowds (for umpires) in the country. 
They were regulars who occupied the 
game seats almost every day and who 
fought for them. The seats, of course, 
were not reserved, but hundreds claim- 
ed a title to certain places. They paid 
their quarters, and if any one was in 
the place and refused to move he was 
tossed out and thrown over the heads 
of the crowd to the bottom. That 
crowd started after Evans, who had 
given a close decision at third base 
against Chicago. Evans walked over 
on to foul ground back of first base, 
and a shower of bottles fell around 
him. It looked as if a hundred men 
were throwing bottles at the umpire. 
One bottle touched his cap, several 
bounded and struck him, one hit him 
on the arm. During this bombardment 
Evans did not turn his head. .He stood 
watching the batter. For at least three 
minutes the bottles whistled around 
his head. 
stand shouted for him to run, fearing 
he would be killed. The players beg- 
ged him to move into the diamond 
out of range. He stood still with back 
to his foes until the batter made a 
base hit, then trotted down near sec- 
ond base to watch fora play there. As 
the opposing team took the field a few 
moments later Hvans walked to the 
game position back of first base, and 
the crowd that had tried to kill him 
stood up and cheered him, They rec- 
Ognized a brave man. One fellow 
threw a bottle, and the crowd pitched 
him down the steep steps, passing him 
along until he hit the fence. 

“The nerviest decision and one of 
the most important ever made was 
that of Umpire O’Day in the world’s 
championship game between Chicago 
and Detroit on Oct. 8, 1907, the first 
game of the series which finally ended 
in a tie in twelve innings. In the elev- 
enth inning Chicago actually scored the 
winning run only to lose it through the 
decision of O’Day, a Chicago man and 
a National leaguer. Slagle was on 
third base and started home with the 
ball back of third in left field. Theo 
ball was thrown home and arrived 
after Slagle had crossed the plate and 
Was nearly to the bench. Steinfeldt, 
who had been batting, was excited, 
and when the ball was thrown to the 
plate, wild and wide, he juniped and 
let it hit his shoulder and prevented 
Schmidt from catching it. O’Day, in 
spite of the fact that Slagle had crossed 
the plate and that there wasn’t a 
chance to put him out, called him out 


- because of Steinfeldt’s interference. 


“There was a close decision at Cleve- 
land one day when Tim Hurst, widely 
known as the ‘scrappy ump,’ was of- 
ficiating. Burkett was trying to score 
from second on a hit. The catcher 
failed to touch his foot, but touched his 
knee, and Cleveland claimed the foot 
reached the rubber before the ball 
reached the knee. Hurst called him 
out, and in the wrangle that followed 
expelled Pat Tebeau, O’Connor and 
Burkett from the game. Then he put 
them off the grounds. They left the 
playing inclosure, but all three had 
their heads over a gate shouting at 
Hurst and urging the other players to 
avenge them. Tebeau shouted to good 
old Deacon Maguire, who was catch- 
ing, ‘Get after him, Jim!’

Reciprocity 


Canada has now to decide whether 
she is to accept what will be called 
the Taft reciprocity bill, President 
Laurier agrees with the terms of the 
bill now passed by our wise men in 
Washington, Yet the Tories who, 
like our stand pat friends never for- 
get anything and never learn any- 
thing, of which there is a remnant 
still in Canada, are determined to 
fight against what they call truckling 
to the States. 


These Tories don’t like to do any 
business with any country but Brit- 
ain and say that reciprocity with the 
United States is the entering in of 
the wedge which will destroy their 
allegiance to the British crown. I 
have letters from friends in Canada 
which state that it may be that Lau- 
rier will appeal to the country if he 
is defeated and that there is in many 
quarters a distinct feeling against 
Laurier and his ministers, and espec- 
ially against reciprocity with this 
country, Some time ago in speak- 
ing about this subject, 1 ventured to 
say that Canada would not be led 
by the nose by us, and in any case 
she has no desire to become one of 
our states. With about one tenth 
of our population she has as big a 
territory in land and water as we 
have, and is no longer a child. Can- 
ada may in the near future throw off 
the old associations with Britain 
and be a free and independent Re- 
public, but in my opinion she will 
never condescend to be part of the 
United. States of America. 

Just think of having a country like 
Britain as your friend and alley. In 
this year of grace, 1911, when in the 
throes of a revolution, fighting the 
herditary house of Lords she spends 
five million dollars on the coronation 
ceremony in London and the smaller 
towns and villages spend another 
five millions, and then five million 
dollars are to be spent-on a Durbar 
in India, a poor friend is not much 
thought of but a rich friend is not 
despised. There is human nature 
in nations as well as in individuals, 

Then Canada is no longer to be 
cajoled by this country or any other 
country; she can walk without lead- 
ing strings. I quote a couple of sen- 
tences from an article in the “Out- 
look” for July: 

“In 1901 the total amount of crops 
produced in the three provinces was 
86,403,300 bushels of wheat, oats and 
barley, In 1909 it was 401,600,000.” 

I do not believe that men like 
Senators Lodge and Crane would 
vote for a measure that would injure 
their country. When Senator Lodge 
dropped his amendment altering the 
clause as to Canadian fish entering 
our ports and voted for the bill the 
stand pat party need have no fears 


of ruin for the United States be- 
cause we have more trade with our 
neighbors. The only clause I would 
have added to the bill would have 
been. the taking off the absurd and 
unnecessary duty of 22 dollars and 
40 cents on every ton of flax fiber 
we buy in Canada. We grow no 
flax for fiber, we only grow the plant 
for its seed value in this country 
and only give the 22 dollars and 4o 
cents to help the European flax peo- 
ple to undersell us in the markets 
of the world. 

The drought here has, as the 
Townsman says, ruined our hay 
crops. Andover is not the world, 
even if it has a Governor living at 
the Phillips Inn. I do not know 
where they were grown, but today 
I have some of this season’s pota- 
toes, really excellent tubers, large 
and of fine quality. If Ireland, Scot- 
land and France have a good crop of 
potatoes why do we not get them; 
simply because we have almost kept 
them out by absurd tariffs. 

The absurd things said by outsiders 
about the Tariffs and wages have 
not yet ceased to make a noise. The 
other day I saw a statement in the 
editorial of the Saturday Evening 
Post which I- really wondered at, It 
is strange how folks will continue 
to talk through their hat. The edi- 
torial told of the cheap labor in 
Japan, one half cheaper than in this 
country and that we made locomo- 
tives better and cheaper than they 
did in Japan. It also mentioned that 
in driving piles for a building twenty 
women were employed pulling up the 
weight tha: fell down on the pile, 
and that these women earned 15 
cents a day while our men driving 
piles with proper rigging earned just 
twenty times as much and drove ten 
times more piles in a day. Conclu- 
sion to come to is that the wages 
paid did not enhance the price of 
American intelligent labour. 

All well and good it may be as 
far as Japan is concerned. Why not 
speak of the locomotives they 
make in Belgium where labour is 
cheap. Why not speak about British 
machinery which we find more or 
less in all our textile mills. - Why 
not speak of the importations of 
French, German and British textile 
goods after paying a high duty, It 
is true that wages paid in the tex- 
tile trades do not produce more or 
better goods than in Europe and the 
humbug of speaking about the great 
superiority of American workman 
fails when you speak of sny textile 
industry. 75 to 90 percent of the 
workers in our mills are not Ameri- 
cans; they were not born here. Let 
us look at things as they are and 
not put our heads under cover and 
think that nobody sees us because 
we don’t see them.
